The Fifth Amendment

The fifth amendment to the
Constitution of the United
States, one of the ten original
amendments that make up the
so-called “Bill of Rights"” says:
“No person , , . shall be com-
pelled in any criminal case to
be a witness against himself.”
Everyone agrees that this is
a basic principle of American
justice. However, it has been
abused by tiose who take re-
fuge behind the fifth amend-
ment when asked about their
affiliations with communist or-
ganizations.

A Harvard Law School pro-
fessor has said. “There is no
warrant for assuming that a
person is a communist because
he refused to say under oath
that he is not.” Then this pro-
fessor goes on to say that:
“The person Invoking the pr>
tection of the fifth amendment
might want to protect his
friends and relatives who are
members of the communist par-
ty, or because of his fear that
some of hig past or presert
affiliations might brand him
as a communist, or simply be-
cause he Is stubborn about his
right of privacy, he might not
wanl to testify.”

Many of us believe that stub-
borness Is not a sufficient ex-
. cuse for dJdefying legal proce-
' dures, that protecting friends
. and relatives who are the ene-
mies of the United States ls
not a sufficlent excuse, and
that a person whose affilia-
7 tions are such that he belleves
. that they will brand him as a

,that when we return to Sac-
| vamento on Feb, 28 we can in-

troduce only two more bills
without unanimous consent.
Therefore, to protect ourselves
in case our constituents sud-
denly demand the introduction
of bills between Feb. 28 and
adjournment early in June, we
presént these Incomplete bills.

One of my bills provides for
regional control of smog. How-
ever, the Los Angeles' County
Board of Bupervisors ardered
the County Counsel Harold W.
Keunedy, to prepare a spot bill

Although one of the bills T
introduced in January on smog
control provides for a regional
control system, I now believe
that regional control and the
Los Angeles County Supervis-
ors' commission plan are both
wrong, that we should leave
smog control in Los Angeles
County right where it has been
all the time, the responsibility
of the Los Angecles County
Board of Supervisors,

These gentlemen are well

large secretarial staffs and
even publicity experts.

If we set up a regional
plan, we shall relieve these

elected Supervisors of a ma.
jor portion of their responsi-
bility. Likewise, if we allow
them to “pass the buck” to
a Commission, we relieve them
of most of their responslhimyA
This being the case, it is my
present intention to oppose the
passage of A. B. 2504, and to
amend my own bills to In-
crease the responsibility of the
County Supervisors for smog
control.

No Baloons—Just Restaurants
According to California law,
in Call-
fornia. When prohibition was
repealed, the great cry was
that we would never bring
back the old-fashioned saloon.
It is true that we do not
have saloons with swinging
doors, sawdust on the floors,
and prostitutes in the “ladies’
room.” Instead, we have dim-
lighted interiors, narcotic
peddlers, prostitutes, and ‘“cra.
zy mixed-up kids” all over the
place. Some parents even
bring their children to the
bars with them to save the ex-
pense of baby sitters.

‘The theory of Cahfornia law
is that liquor Is not sold as
a major item of its own but
only as a sideline to the sale
of meals in restaurants. That
is why a saloon sign always
says “cafe,” *cocktail lounge,”
or “club,” but never “saloon.”

The saloon-owners, under the
banner of their ‘“Taven Own-
ers Association,” now want to
abolish the requirement that
they serve food. I think that
the better approach s that
we require them to operate
bona-fide restaurants with a
full-time cook on duty through-
out the hours that the saloon
is open, that the restaurant
be separated from the room
in which the bar is located,
and that the sales of food in
any calendar year must equal
in receipts the sale of liquor
under the penalty of revoca-
tion of the license.
